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HE earlier registers of Shelton are contained in two 
volumes which, however, consist of three books. The 
first of these is a narrow book of 13 leaves of parchment, and a 
fragmentary leaf. The first two pages are blank and the size of 
the leaves is 124 by 4 inches. This portion contains entries of 
Baptisms from 1595 to 1704, Marriages from 1596 to 1703, and 
Burials from 1597 to 1679. This book is inserted in the covers 
of what is really the second volume of the registers, which con- 
tains Baptisms from 1705 to 1812, Marriages 1703 to 1754, and 
Burials from 1739 to 1812. These entries are on 19 leaves of 
parchment measuring about 14 inches by 6 inches, and the 
whole is bound in parchment boards. The remaining volume is 
a quarto paper book in parchment boards containing entries of 
Marriages from 1754 to 1812. 


It will be noticed that entries of Burials in the original 
Registers are altogether deficient from 1679 to 1739, and that 
only four Marriages are discoverable between 1703 and 1754. 
The Editor has done his best to supply these missing parts from 
the Archbishop’s Transcripts at York; but, though the greater 
portion of the missing period is here given, he was unable to 
thoroughly collate it, for the reasons set out on page 49. Had 
Shelton not had the misfortune to be part of the old diocese of 
York this would have been comparatively easy, for the registries 
of most dioceses are now in some kind of order and accessible 
for literary research; but at York the fees charged (a guinea fer 
day for mere permission to search, or employ an expert to search 
huge unarranged bundles of parchment) are practically pro- 
hibitive. In several dioceses, notably at Ely and Lincoln, the 
Bishops themselves have had their Registries arranged at their 
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own expense, though it would seem that such expense ought 
more properly to fall on the custodians who reap the advantage 
of the fees paid to them as such; but of course where the old 
system of charging searchers according to the time occupied in 
searching still continues, it is the direct interest of the custodian 
to discourage any attempt at arrangement of these priceless 
memorials of the past. Some notices as to the state in which 
Bishops’ Registries have been kept will be found in Mr. Chester 
Waters’ “ Parish Registers in England” (pp. 11 and 96). 


For the information of those who are not familiar with the 
history of our old parish registers it may be as well here to 
mention that, though the keeping of parish registers was first 
enjoined by Vicar-General Cromwell, on 29 September, 1538) 
comparatively few registers begin in that year. Many more 
begin in the earlier years of the reign of Elizabeth, and in 1597 
it was ordered that all the existing register books, most of which 
were of paper, should be fairly and legibly transcribed on to 
parchment, and this was embodied in the 7oth canon of 1603, 
“so far as the ancient books thereof can be procured, but 
especially since the beginning of the reign of the late queen,” 
and each page of the transcription was to be authenticated by 
the signature of the minister and churchwardens. The last 
regulation has led to many ludicrous mistakes on the part of 
some writers, especially where the transcribed portion with its 
accompanying signatures covered a long period of years. For 
instance, Duncomb, in his Hestory of Herefordshire (Vol. IL., p. 
83) says “Robert Barnes was vicar of Bromyard eighty-two 
years, as his name appears during the whole of that period in 
the parochial registers, and one of his churchwardens filled that 
office from 1538 to 1600.” And even Nichols, in his History of 
Lewestershire (Vol. IIL, p. 980), gravely tells us that the Vicar 


of Keyham held his living for ninety-two years and had the 
same churchwarden for seventy years ! 


This fact of the earlier portion of our parish registers being 
transcripts of still older books is one that is often forgotten, 
even by antiquarians themselves, but it should be borne in mind 
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when considering their reliability as records, as mistakes in the 
copying undoubtedly occurred occasionally, and in fact are 
some times so obvious as to be readily detected by the student. 
In a few rare instances (as at Rolleston and Sutton-in-Ashfield 
in this county) the original paper books have been preserved 
along with the parchment transcripts, and we then see how 
much fuller in many cases the original registers are, many 
remarks on the personal characters of the people buried and 
their relationship one to another, as well as quaint notes on local 
events, &c., being omitted by the old transcribers. 


In some instances, as at the neighbouring parish of East: 
‘Stoke, the copies were made into paper books instead of on 
parchment. 


The canon of 1603 also ordained that a true copy of the 
names of all persons christened, married, or buried in the year 
before was to be transmitted to the Bishop of the diocese, within | 
a month after Easter, to be preserved in the episcopal archives. 
It is in consequence of this order that we are enabled to supply 
some of the missing portions of Shelton Registers from the 
Bishop’s transcripts at York. Unfortunately it was an order 
more honoured in the breach than the observance, else might we 
replace much genealogical material now lost for ever. In 1653 
the Registers were handed over to lay registrars, or “ registers” 
as they were called, and though occasionally they were illiterate 
men, in most cases they appear to have kept their records as 
carefully as could be desired, and mostly a good deal better than 
the parsons who succeeded them after the Restoration, and who 
throughout the remainder of the 17th and the whole of the 
dark period of the 18th centuries, too often left the recording of 
the sacraments to an illiterate sexton or clerk. In 1754, pursuant 
to Lord Hardwick’s Act, entries of Marriages were made in a 
separate book and according to a set form, and in 1813 the 
old parchment registers were entirely superseded by separate 
volumes of set forms for each class of entry. 
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It must be remembered that previous to 1752 the years 
were calculated as beginning on the 25th of March, so that an 
event entered as occurring on the 7th of March, 1666, really 
took place on that day in 1667 according to our reckoning. 


The following has been the population of Shelton at various 
dates;-1831, 11341841, 102; 1361,.127 4 foot nce, 

References to Thomas Secker, Archbishop of Canterbury, 
whose mother was a Brough of Shelton, will be found in the 
note to the marriage of his parents on p. 16, and again on p. 58; 
but it is worthy of mention also that the George Warburton, 
whose baptism is recorded in 1659, was the father of William 
Warburton, the author of The Divine Legation of Moses, and 
editor of Shakespeare and Pope, and who was created Bishop of 
Gloucester in 1760. 


The editor has no personal or family connection with or 
interest in Shelton, direct or indirect, but having, through the 
courtesy of the Rev. F. E. Nugee, the late Rector, access to the: 
Parish Registers for the purpose of extracting the Marriage 
entries for Mr. Phillimore’s series, he availed himself of the 
opportunity to make a complete transcript, and by so doing to 
ensure the preservation of the contents should the originals ever 
become destroyed. Thanks are also due to the present Rector, 
the Rev. Stephen Bousfield, for permission to collate the proof- 
sheets with the originals.

APPENDIX A. 


The Archbishops’ Transcripts at York 
for the years 1679-1739. 


HE Original Register of Shelton being, as stated (p. 25) 
deficient in Burials from 1679 to 1739, a copy of such of 
the Transcripts for these years as could be found is here given. 
Were it not for the difficulties put in the way of access, the 
editor would have collated the entire Register with the Transcripts 
for the whole period for which they are extant. But as the 
search fees are assessed at so much per diem, and the confusion 
of the documents is such that far more time is spent in searching 
for the transcript of a particular parish than is occupied in 
copying it, the officials are naturally interested in preserving 
the existing state of chaos, neither arranging the documents 
themselves, nor allowing others to do so, while the fees charged 
make an extensive and scholarly collation out of the question. 
In the Diocese of Worcester a handbook to the Parish Registers 
has been published, in which not only are the years of com- 
mencement, particulars of missing periods, &c., given for each 
parish, but the years for which the transcripts of each parish are 
existent are also printed, an arrangement which, besides being 
of infinite use and value to the genealogist, must also, one would 
think, bring more fees to the pockets of the Bishop’s Registrar, 
as, in those cases where the transcripts exist for periods which 
in the original registers are now missing, searchers may apply 
to the Registrar for copies.

(temp. Hen. VI.) descended to Ric. Willoughby, and at length to 
the Markhams, who sold it to the Bennets.t+ 


The church of St. Mary, of Shelton, is an ancient rectory 
belonging to the family of Sheltons, from which it descended 
(temp. Hen. III.) by three co-heirs to the families of Charnell,* 
Heaton,* and Musters,* amongst whom on 18 Kalends June, 
1255, it was ordered that they should present by turns according 
to the seniority of their wives. Afterwards the patronage was 
divided -between the Stantons and Leekes of Cotum [Cotham], 
and then between the Markhams, who had two turns, and the 
Binghams, who had one turn. ?
